"in view of appellant's (that ia, my own) frank admission that he has been for 
years extremely active politically - in behulf of the independence of the colonial 
peoples of Afrioa---The diplomatic embarrass aant that could arise from the presence 
abroad of suoh a political meddler traveling under protection of an American pass¬ 
port, is easily im^gin&ble- ,T 

And so because many of us here in the United states - fighters like our 

oved Dr- iV- E- B- Dudols, who also i3 addressing you, because we champion the 

freedom of our people in Africa and in the United States, because we will not 

compromise one millionth of an inch on this issue, we are regarded as "political 

meddlers" in the eyes of those in power in America - in the eyes of that powerful 

section of America whose program of woriu domination and war is meeting with the 

determined resistance of hundreds of millions of peoples tnrou$iout the world- 

that profit-greedy section of America - the big trusts and banks which 

look to Africa to replace what they haw lost in Asia, stands today behind the 

rogimes of Britain, France, South Africa, ialgiun, und the other alien oppressors

But there is another section of America, embracing all those who labor 
and are oppressed - the 16,000,000 black Americans and many millions of white 
allies. Despite the ^st tyrannical suppression of desweratio rights in our 
country 1 s history, and Ihough standing in the shadow of American concentration 
oampe, this section of America, the true America, continues in battle against 
the doctrine and practice of white supranaoy* against imperialist domination,

I apeak to you not simply as an individual, but as one of that demo¬ 
cratic, progressive section of America which is the ally of the African and all 
other peoples' strivings for democratic rights and national self-determination. 
As in America, so in Britain, France, Italy and other imperialist 
countries, there are progressive forces on the side of the people of Africa 
oven though th«% voioes sometimes may not be audible. But it is especially 
important to remember your other allies, strong allies, in aress of the world 
where peoples have only raoently won their freedom and created nevi peoples 
tienttor&oies, I mean, the peoples of China, of India, of other sections of the 
Far and Kiddle East, and the peoples of parts of Central and Eastern Europe and 
of the Soviet Union, They are all allies of African freedom, partners of yoirs 
in the common struggle for a democratic world of security and peace. 

Among all these peoples with such varied beliefs and ways of life 
there is today one common aim - to save their national freedom, to save their 
personal liberties, to save their very lives and the Lives of their chiluren, 
by joining together to save world peace*

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This is the thane and purpose of the great Congress of the Peoples for 
Peace which will asse:iibie io Vienna on December It is my e&rnost hope that 

my fellow Africans as well ae my fellow Americans will be well represented at 
that Congress for Peace* 

TTe need only to look at the wars now in progress, in Korea, in Malaya, 
in Viet Sam, or at the near-ware threatening in Kortheaat and South Africa, to 
realize that the darker peoples of the vjorld have a primary stake in halting 
military aggression. Through unity of all peoples' of all colors in their action 
for peace lies the true path to the achievement of self-determination by colonial 
and subject peoples* 


The great leader of French Africa below the Sahara, Gabriel DkArboussier, 
has pointed out clearly the unity of the struggle for self-determination and the 
fight for peace* Ho states * 

"Humorous facts in our own oountrie* of Blaok Africa prove 
that war preparations are already militating against the people*s 
greatest aspiration—the ri^it to a elf-da termination* We see 
how liberty is being stifled and our rights suppressed* In the 
economic sphere, wo see the eel sure of oar raw materials, which 
tends to enhance the poverty of our working population. Lastly, 
our countries are being made to supply troops, notably for the 
war In Viet-Nam* Hence we can see a direct connection between 
the situation at home and the French government* s policy of pre¬ 
paring war* 

n And so each time a oolonlal or dependent people protests 
against -the plunder of its raw material resource*, and demands 
that its country be industrialised, it is fighting for peace. 

Bach nation that protests against the recruiting of troop a or 
demands the return of such troops to their native land, it is 
fighting for peaoe**.*" 

The hour is orltical* The forces of reaction are desperate* They will, 
if they can, force the people of the world to endure a blood bath which few of ns - 
may be able to survive* The peoples of the world, the people of Africa, too, 
must answer "No"l They will do so at the coming Congress of the Peoples for Peace* 
I say to you, stand up now while there is time and join with your allies in thia 
expression for peace*

• Robeson. It will go to Negro M3hops, ministers, labour loaders, 

national and local leaders of the National Association for the Auvance 
ment of Coloured People (NaACP) and Civil Rights Congress (CRC) and 
to other community leaders, requesting their views and attitudes to 
this proposal. 


Robeson 1 s appeal states in par*»: ”The murder of Harry Moore was c 
Wvnohing 4Df a special kind. It was a political assassination. Its aim 
i\vu8 to short-circuit the growing clamor for voted and lustice’in the 
South u y beheading those who are brave enougxi to demand their rights 
ar strong enough to lead an organised mass movement♦”
